I  started  setting 
up  at  the  Blue  Ribbon  Coin  Show  in 
Toledo,  Ohio  and  a  lot  of  dealers  had 
these  in  their  cases  including  Mike 
Jordan  from  Monroe,  Michigan.  He 
mostly  dealt  in  old  German  coins  but 
had  silver  bars  in  his  case.  I  always 
looked  forward  to  seeing  what  he  had 
in  his  case. 


When  silver  settled  back  down,  silver 
bars  certainly  were  more  appealing  to 
me  to  buy  and  sell.  I  bought  silver 
from  Mike  and  he  showed  me  a  copy 
of  a  silver  bar  price  guide.  This  made 
it  even  better.  I  should  also  add  that  I 
met  Ivan  Rash  when  I  was  setting  up 
at  Fort  Wayne  Coin  Shows  as  well 
and  he  always  had  a  selection  of 
beautiful  silver  bars. 

A  few  short  years  passed  and  a 
greater  percentage  of  the  business  at 
my  coin  shop  was  silver  bars  and  the 
interest  was  growing  at  the  coin 
shows  as  well. 

Mike  and  I  had  many  conversations 
about  the  silver  hobby  and  showed 
me  issues  of  former  silver  bar  clubs,  I 
asked  what  happened  to  these  clubs. 
The  answer  was  that  they  were  one 
man  clubs  and  did  not  survive.  We 
thought  that  if  we  could  get  interested 
collectors  or  dealers  from  around  the 
United  States  a  club  just  might  work. 

I  spent  hundreds  of  dollars  each 
month  on  phone  bills  talking  to  Will 
Rossman,  Judy  Drugan,  Bill  Cassin, 
Steve  Rood  and  Charlie  Diehl  and  all 
of  a  sudden  The  International  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Silver  Bar  Collectors  was  be¬ 
ginning  to  take  shape.

There  is  an  old  saying  “To  err  is  human,  to  forgive  divine.”  I  have  to  admit 
that  although  I  make  my  fair  share  of  mistakes,  it  is  sometimes  difficult  for  me 
to  forgive  others.  This  is  especially  true  when  it  comes  to  misspellings,  bad 
grammar,  incorrect  punctuation,  and  general  proofreading  sloppiness.  I  think 
all  of  this  is  getting  worse  every  day.  If  you  don't  believe  it,  spend  five  minutes 
on  practically  any  Internet  forum,  most  Facebook  posts,  or  reading  YouTube 
comments  and  count  the  time  “your”  is  used  where  it  should  be  “you're." 

Don’t  even  get  me  started  on  the  rampant  improper  use  of  the  apostrophe,  es¬ 
pecially  when  just  trying  to  make  a  simple  noun  plural!  Apostrophes  are  used 
for  contractions  and  possessives,  not  plurals.  We  all  should  have  learned  that 
in  elementary  school. 

Social  media  and  informal  communications  are  one  thing,  but  I  see  these  kinds 
of  errors  often  also  in  newspapers,  magazines,  advertisements,  signage,  and 
on  actual  products.  Whatever  happened  to  some  quality  control  before  final¬ 
ization? 

Imagine,  then,  how  horrified  -  and  yet  somewhat  amused  -  I  am  to  discover 
my  pet  peeves  forever  immortalized  in  “print”  on  silver  art  bars  and  rounds.  It 
is  perhaps  forgivable  to  produce  a  restaurant  menu  with  “spaghetti”  misspelled, 
but  actually  to  mint  a  piece  of  fine  silver  with  an  error???!!!  Wow! 

Here  are  some  of  the  items  I  have  found  that  just  make  me  cringe: 


The  Mint's  “Time  for  Bed  Santas’  Coming” 


The  Mint's  TM-38  bar  puts  the 
apostrophe  in  the  wrong  place. 

Wrong:  SANTAS' COMING 

Right:  SANTA'S  COMING 


Silvertowne’s  2004  “The  Joy’s  of  Christmas” 


There  is  no  need  for  an  apos- 
trophe,  it  is  just  a  plural  noun.

MAD-143  isn’t  as  awful  as  some  others,  but  who  has 
ever  called  the  holiday  "Valentine  Day”?  Generally  it 
is  either  “Valentine's  Day"  or  “Valentines  Day.”  There 
are  plenty  of  art  bars  with  each  of  these  spellings 
(e  g.,  CCM-8,  MAD-283,  ST-26,  CCM-56,  ST-301, 
HAM-203,  MAD-263). 

By  the  way,  there  are  also  numerous  bars  with  allow¬ 
able  variants  of  Father’s  Day  and  Mother's  Day  (e  g., 
“Fathers  Day").

It  is  not  obvious  that  these  bars  had  er- 
rors,  but  apparently  after  a  few  pressings 
for  the  Capricorn  one  (MAD-206E),  it  was 
discovered  that  the  zodiac  symbol  was  a 
mirror  image  of  what  it  should  have  been. 
The  problem  was  corrected  and  additional 
bars  were  produced. 

I  have  never  seen  an  official  notice  that 
Taurus  (MAD-210)  has  an  error,  but  I  think 
it  does.  On  every  zodiac  chart  I  have 
seen,  the  symbol  is  inverted  from  what  this 
shows,  which  makes  sense,  since  it  repre¬ 
sents  the  bull  with  horns.  I  think  this  is  up¬ 
side  down.

The  Twelve  Days  of  Christmas  bars  and  tringots 

Last  but  not  least,  there  are  the  variations  in  what  is  depicted  on  some  of  var¬ 
ious  mints' Twelve  Days  of  Christmas  pieces. 


a.  Mother  Lode  (MLM-28),  Lincoln,  and  Mount  Everest  Mint  refer  to  the 
fourth  day’s  animal  as  “colly  birds”  but  United  States  Silver  Corporation 
(USSC-4)  uses  “calling  birds":

b.  Mother  Lode  (MLM-29)  and  USSC  (USSC-5)  call  the  fifth  day's  rings 
“gold,”  but  the  Lincoln  and  MEM  tringots  use  “golden.” 

c.  For  the  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth  days  of  Christmas,  there 
are  several  differences: 


Mother  Lode  Mint  has 
nine  drummers,  ten 
pipers,  eleven  ladies, 
and  twelve  lords. 


USSC  has  nine  ladies, 
ten  lords,  eleven  pipers, 
and  twelve  drummers.

Mount  Everest  and  Lincoln  Mints  have  nine  drummers,  ten  pipers,  eleven  ladies 
(same  as  Mother  Lode),  but  then  they  threw  in  twelve  fiddlers  fiddling,  just  to 
be  different  from  all  the  others!

The  risk  of  writing  an  article  like  this  is  that  some  of  you  will  want  to  point  out 
the  spelling,  grammar,  or  punctuation  errors  I  have  made.  I  am  always  open 
to  learning,  so  feel  free  to  criticize.  Nonetheless,  I  hope  you  have  enjoyed  this 
expose  and  that  it  has  made  you  want  to  look  twice  at  some  of  your  collections. 
What  other  bars  have  these  kinds  of  errors?

of  the  1955  Doubled  Die  Cent 

With  a  1  oz  Limited  Edition  Silver  Bar 


The  Combined  Organizations  Of  Numismatic  Error  Collectors  Of  America  is  celebrating 
the  60th  Anniversary  of  the  1955  Doubled  Die  Cent  with  a  one-ounce  silver  bar!  It  fea¬ 
tures  a  1 955  Doubled  Die  Cent  to  the  left  and  a  view  of  what  it  would  look  like  today  on 
a  2015  Lincoln  cent.  In  the  center  is  an  image  of  the  Chicago  Skyline  and  a  Rose  sym¬ 
bolizing  that  the  American  Numismatic  Association's  World's  Fair  of  Money  will  be  held 
at  the  Chicago  suburb  of  Rosemont.  The  bar  will  first  see  distribution  at  this  conven¬ 
tion. 

CONECA's  Medals  Program  (which  now  includes  a  bar)  was  the  brainchild  of  its  2003 
Board  of  Directors  not  only  to  celebrate  its  anniversaries  and  other  events  but  as  a  way 
of  raising  funds  for  the  club  with  the  specific  purpose  of  preventing  a  raise  in  member¬ 
ship  dues. 

In  2003  CONECA's  annual  dues  were  $20  and  it  was  demonstrated  that  they  needed 
to  be  raised  to  $30  if  the  club  was  going  to  continue  to  exist.  A  compromise  was  ham¬ 
mered  out  with  annual  dues  only  raised  to  $25  with  several  Board  Members  committing 
themselves  to  projects  to  help  defer  the  necessary  funds  to  keep  the  club  running  with¬ 
out  raising  dues  again  the  next  year.  To  date,  CONECA  has  never  had  to  raise  dues 
again,  in  large  part  due  to  the  profits  made  from  medals  sold  in  2003,  2008  and  2013. 
The  bars  will  be  available  in  four  options  including  a  regular  1  oz  silver  bar  with  a  mintage 
of  1 25,  an  enameled  1  oz  silver  bar  with  black  background  enhanced  with  24-karat  gold 
(gold-select)  on  the  two  Lincoln  cents  and  the  surrounding  oval  rim  with  a  total  mintage 
of  35.  One-hundred  will  be  struck  in  Bronze  after  which  the  die  will  be  cancelled  and  25 
pieces  struck  in  loz  silver.  The  second  option  will  be  struck  with  a  different  reverse  die 
to  make  it  even  more  special.  All  bars  will  be  serial  numbered  with  numbers  distributed 
lowest  first. 

They  will  be  available  to  members  and  nonmembers  alike.  Prices  are  as  follows:  loz 
silver  $65.00  to  members  or  non-members,  loz  silver  black-enameled/gold-select 
$65.00  ($1 00.00  to  non-members),  1  oz  Cancelled  Die  $75.00  ($1 1 0.00  to  non-member), 
Antique-Bronze  $12.50.  Postage  is  $2.75  for  the  first  bar  and  SI  .00  each  postage  for 
any  additional  bars  ordered  beyond  the  first.  Foreign  buyers  should  check  with  program 
coordinator,  James  Motley  at  jmotley@alpinecomputers.net  for  postage  costs.  Non- 
members  may  join  CONECA  for  $25  annual  dues  and  buy  bars  at  member  prices.  There 
will  be  a  limit  of  one  bar  per  person  on  the  enameled/gold-select  and  cancelled  die  bars 
until  after  August  31st  in  order  to  give  all  members  a  chance  to  get  one.  Please  advise 
the  medals  program  coordinator  if  you  will  want  more  that  one  and  he  will  contact  you 
after  August  31  if  any  are  left  over.

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Happy  Endings....

Even  though  the  October  Mailbag1'  was  supposed  to  be  my  last  column  for  the  Bugle, 
I  received  emails,  and  many  postcards  from  members  when  they  received  their  2015 
silver  ingots.  There  is  a  long  story  behind  this  year's  club  bar,  and  for  several  reasons, 
I’d  like  to  pass  it  on  to  all  of  you. 

When  I  wrote  that  last  'Mailbag,1'  it  was  early  September,  just  before  the  ingots  were 
due  to  arrive  from  SilverTowne.  I  had  everything  ready  to  go. ..envelopes  were  ad¬ 
dressed,  insert  cards  with  mintage  information  were  printed  and  supplies  were  close  at 
hand.  I  waited  ,  and  waited. ..and  waited.  The  bars  were  mailed  from  Indiana  on  Sep¬ 
tember  1  and  arrived  in  Seattle  on  Sept.  3.  HOWEVER,  the  zip  code  on  the  package 
was  incorrect,  and  the  box  was  slated  to  be  'returned  to  sender.'  If  someone  at  the  post 
office  here  in  Seattle  had  actually  looked  at  the  address,  they  would  have  been  able  to 
figure  out  which  postal  station  the  package  should  have  been  delivered  to.  Instead,  it 
was  apparently  only  scanned  by  machine  and  was  sent  to  a  sorting  facility  where  it  sat 
in  limbo  for  nearly  a  month.  In  the  meantime,  I  was  checking  almost  daily  to  try  to  find 
out  what  had  happened,  as  were  the  folks  at  SilverTowne  back  in  Indiana.  The  postal 
service  is  indeed  lacking  in  its  ability  to  track  a  package  once  it’s  in  their  system,  and 
local  postal  officials  were  not  at  all  helpful. 

I  was  getting  desperate,  since  there  was  very  little  time  to  get  all  the  ingots  sorted  and  into 
envelopes,  and  to  to  get  the  orders  delivered  to  the  meeting  on  time.  After  a  couple  of 
weeks  of  not  knowing  where  the  original  package  was,  SilverTowne  called  to  say  they 
would  replace  the  order,  and  had  already  run  our  bars  a  second  time.  They  would  be  ready 
soon,  but  not  soon  enough  to  make  the  meeting  in  Greensboro.  I  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief 
that  at  least  we  would  have  the  bars  close  to  the  time  we'd  promised  them  for  members. 

Then,  to  my  amazement,  the  replacement  order  got  done  and  was  delivered  in  about  a 
week's  time.  That  was  the  Thursday  before  Doug  was  leaving  for  the  meeting.  I  had  a 
couple  of  days  to  get  everything  prepared  and  mailed  to  him.  Those  were  two  long 
days/evenings  spent  putting  bars  in  Air-Tites,  checking  and  double-checking  orders  and 
putting  everything  in  the  appropriate  envelopes.  The  package  was  ready  to  go  on  Sat¬ 
urday  morning,  but  we  were  headed  out  of  town  on  an  errand;  so  I  checked  postal  sta¬ 
tions  in  the  towns  near  to  where  we'd  be.  One  happened  to  be  open  from  8-10  on 
Saturday  morning.  We  got  to  Port  Gamble  about  9:15  and  I  went  to  the  tiny  post  office 
manned  by  a  very  friendly  guy  who  told  me  I  could  save  over  $40  by  re-packing  things 
in  an  Express  box  (which  I  hadn't  had  at  home).  So,  I  bought  a  roll  of  tape  and  did  a 
quick  re-do  on  the  box.  It  arrived  in  Michigan  on  Monday  afternoon,  in  time  for  Doug  to 
take  the  bars  to  the  meeting. 

In  the  meantime,  several  days  after  I  got  that  package  shipped  out,  I  heard  from  Silver¬ 
Towne  that  the  original  box  had  finally  been  returned  (it  took  about  a  month,  with  no  ex¬ 
planation  for  the  delay,  or  where  it  had  been  all  that  time!).
